Had this been done the 
Chester would not have sunk so soon. 



Pilot Meyer testified that he heard no 
commands given on the Chester to lower 
tho boats. Tho coroner will hold an ni- 
quost to-morrow.

Uia is liitod as an ;;\-.T.n!p!o of th>! !i-_'fivy 
taxes levied. The Pall Mull QiizKlte notes 
that the English takings of Chinese tea 
are falling oil", and n-.ivn: "It ia remark- 
able that while the business with Kng- 
land is decreasing so much there is a 
large and rapidly devclopi|ig liussiau 
tr.ide, which seems not only able to stand 
the Chinese duty, but the Riiasiaii import 
duty of Is. 8d. per pound added. While 
the direct stenmers from Hankow for Lon- 
don carried 22,732,221 i)ouud.s during the 
season, 1887-8B,against •lO.oi'H.HOli ]ionnds 
the season bnfi ire, the direct sleamers to 
Odessa carried 11,140,48(5 iiounds, against 
it,435,3C0 jwunds. 

CHINA'S TRADK IN l!!l!7.

The larger 
pairt of this, increiise is of., cotton yarn and 
piece goods, mostly from England. Cop- 
per and opium imports also showed im- 
portant increases. A heavy duureuse h as 
shown in the imports of refined petrol- 
eum. The total imports of this [iroduct 
wore only 12,0ir),()()() gallons in 1887, 
against 23,0.'!8,()00 gallons in ISSC. The 
total exports in 18S7 were valued at t'l.'l,- 
41)."), 1)01), an incie.ise of nvei' I I jiur cent, 
on the preceding year. 'Pea, the mdy 
importjint e.xport showing a decrease, fell 
oil' 5 percent, in the quantity and 12 per 
cent, in the value exported. The exports 
of silk showed an important increase.

lion. Williani McDoiigall is n strong, 
though recent, advocate of the adoption 
in Ciuiada of the G(itheubur<( system of 
liquor' selling. A (luartor of a century 
ago, 'when drinking was a nulioufd vice in 
Sweden, some nf ( Jolhenliurg s citizcmi 
untlerlook the work ol' rel"i,nii in that 
town. They organi/.ed :i com|jiuiy which 
grailnidly acquired the licensed premises 
where liquor wa.s suhl, and the riL'ht to do 
busines.s in them. In due time the ci'r- 
pnratinn had a iiidiKipnly nf t lie licensed 
liquor business. The essential feature nf 
the syatonvthey'.adppted is that no money 
is made in' the trade. The Bolag, or 
liquor company, ia not a cohimercial cor- 
|)oration, but a society foi" the iiripro\ c- 
meut.of, nioriils, and is pledged to hand 
over to the town government the whole 
profits from the sale of liquor. lAIanagera 
are placed in every house who are paid by 
salary from the prnceeds of the .sale of 
provisions, in the .same jiublic huus.e.s. 
There is, tlierefore, mi induceniont to .sell 
to a drunken m;\n, or to sell after hours 
in violation of any law. The (iotheulinrg 
method has-been-adoptediiu'ull the large 
cities dii'd towns in'SWedionV^iid has ajiread 
into Norway, English; pufcUermw h"^''^' 
reported favpi'ably,;Of.'it^ rojuits.jajjd Mr. 
HcDougall, who.has beeu in'Spandinavia, 
recommends its adoptfoti iri'^ Canada;- ' He 
says ; 

'I'll niy mind no pi-cipositinii has been 
submitted to the people of Canada nr the 
United States which promises such bene- 
licial results as the Gothenburg or Bolag 
system. If we can obtain in. any of our 
.'ities a number of patriotic aiid earnest 
men who are willing to take over the 
entire liipior trade of a town, city or 
county, and manage it uithniil, hope of 
profit, turning all the receipts uver to the 
state or city treasury after paying the 
s.'dariea of aalesmen, etc., the expeiinient 
ought to be worth trying. It i.-s the de.il 
ers' greed for-gaiu-that prevents the nl,- 
servance of regulations rusti-aining the sale 
of liquor after lioiirs on particul:ir day.? or 
to minors or habilu;d drunkards. Once 
deprive the vendors of ,'dl interest in the 
profits of th(! trallic, and the law would he 
strictly observed. In this ago of "com- 
bines" it may be hard to induce inen to 
take control of the liquor traUic^of 'a town 
or city witliout liojie of a peciniiaiy jU'ofH, 
but some of our teniiie'i'aiici; men- and 
there are many nf them sincere and en- 
thusiastic- -oiii^hfc to be induced tn go indi 
such an undertaking. Surely we have as 
great patriots and as keen tuinperanec 
men in Canada us in Sweden. Under the 
most -stringent prohibitory law' fabilities 
are afforded for ■ obtaining spirits under 
certain ciicnin.stanees, so that i ho :ibsiiliil e 
bani.sliiueiit ol' jirnxieanls is iu'\e|- eiui- 
teiiildateil. 'J'o my iiiiml then, the atten 
tion of parliament and llie pei.iile shijuhl 
be directed towards aseeiliiiiiing the best 
means to pi event e.vcess in tho use of 
ardent spirits, fn a few years the system 
adopted in Sweden'' liiis " colivorlod a 
drunken nation into a conqiaiatiN cly 
sober one. 1 sjient a week in < lutheiiburu' 
in IK7."f, and saw only t wn driiiiki-n men. 
( )lie of these was a sailur. prubalily a 
fiireigner, and the utlier ii;is.i enmmerfi.-il 
t-raveller. 1 visited Stuekhnhii and the 
other chief towns of Sweden, ;ind took 
some pains to iiupiiro into tho habits of 
the coinmoii people. The evidence of 
genera! improvement under the Ciotlien- 
Ijurg system seemed to me conclusive, 
riie drink traUic.waB no J.onger, being 
pushed by ineiV'from'motives of pecuniary 
gain. 

If iMr. Mel t.ing.'ill shoulil .•ittumpt tn 
organize one of iiis Bolags in Victoiia he 
would begin to'see that our cities are not 
Gothenburgs. ' He w6uhl'flnd' o'n6 class of 
the people in favor of this or that systeiii 
of license, and aimther section opposed to 
the sale of liquor by any gysttiui. The latter 
class would object to tho schomo on prin- 
ciple, and the former wmild regard it as 
inexpedient if not unneces.sary. "W'aiid- 
ering.W'illie, " we fear, lias nut yet. dis- 
covererl the long-sought panaee.-i. Still it 
is well to see our public men giving the 

question thought.

THB DOMINION GOVEllNMRNT AND 
POSTAL AllBANGKMENTS. 

To The Editor :— The withdrawal of 
the subsidy to the San Fnincisoo mail 
ateamorH without any intimation on the 
jiiirL of the ])oniiiiien (invernnient, look 
place many iiioiitliH since, and was viyor- 
ously resented by the Itritisb Colnnibi.'i 
Board of Trade, not only fur the ri;a.i(in 
that the withdrawal of the subsidy wa.s a 
deliberate breach of the terms of union, 
but that it placed our mini facilities in a 
much worse plight than ever. Every 
merchant is aware of the innoiivcniencos 
and loss exporiencod by the Sun Francisco 
steamers not being nuthorized to curry 
mail matter, and it is a fact tlint invoices 
foyji-ardod by tho regular mail via Oregon 
and OsUfoniia railroad and Pugeb Sound, 
frequently &niy^ several days in arrear 



of the steamers bringing the good,?. The 
Miunu sort of thing, of course, exists with 
regard to shipments from Victoria to San 
Francisco, and producM similar loss, irri- 
tation 'and iucotfrenieifde. .yC; understand 
.tho^Bbard of, Trade received repeated and 
positive assurances from tlie Government 
that tho subsidy would bo renewed and 
that thu aiinoyancos complained of so 
frequently would cease. It seems, how- 
ever, that tho excuao put forward ia, that 
the I'ostinaster-donoral ia waiting for ap- 
proval of tho .luthorities at 'SVashingtou 
before a change in delivery of the 
mails to the steamers can bo 
oflbcted. If this is really so, tho 
un])ai'donable delays which have been 
patiently submitted to so long, make one 
begin to doubt sincerity in the matter, 
and I submit that it is tho duty of the 
provincial authorities to again jxiint our 
nirist strongly the gross breach of faith 
which has beenporpetrated by the Doininii n 
government. 1 fear, too, that postui 
matters gunerally in thiaoity are receiving 
the shabbiest kiiid of . treatment, i. e. if 
thei rap;ortft^I-^latjy^jtO|jt^^ t'lrish promo- 
tion" of the clerks in the Victoria office 
are really true; and it seems iiicoiicuivalile 
that a reduction of salaries, ranging from 
'J,"> to 40 per cent., without previous in- 
timation, can be inflioted upon u lot of 
young men (badly paid bpforo tho reduc- 
tion of salaries) who .are V expected to be 
competent in tjieir duties, respectable and 
honest. 

After all, I uudersfand that the total 
cost of .salariea of the letter carriers, re- 
cently introduced, does not actually 
amount to the reilucLion effected in the 
salaries of the unfortunate clerks, so that 
the apparent liberality of the Dominion 
government in granting us a "frue deliv- 
ery" amounts to "thank you, for nothing." 

Why Victoria is subjected to such troat- 
nieut might.-it|fell.j.be,ia9k'edi jand,-jit is a 
question that will have, to be answered by 
those whoso duty it is to watch and con- 
serve her interests. R.

NOVEL COLONIZATION SCHEME. 

The C'liriiitiaii Temperance Ooinmonwealtti to 
be Eslabllsbed on llalcolm iBlaiid. 

Mr. Joseph Spencer, honorary secretary 
of the Christian Temperance Co-operative 
Coiuiiioiiwcalth, who returned from tho 
north recently, stated to a representative 
of The Colonist that the object of his 
visit tu this province wiia the securing of 
a tract of free laud frmii tho [irovincial 
authorities for the purpose of bringing out; 
emigranta from Engliind on a new and ex- 
cellent basis. Ho had selected Malcolm 
Island, which was situated on the lino of 
travel to and from tho north, and hoped 
hi a few days to '^oinpiete all arrangomentH 
for its transfer to tho Commonwealth. 

An incident in the life of a number of 
the crew manning the life-boats at Rams- 
gate hud first caused a move in the direc- 
tiou which had resulted in the preparation 
of ii scheme of colcmization, which it is 
thought will benelit the province, tho 
colonists, and evoutiially tho promoters. 
The life-boat crews liave to dejiend upon 
tho wrecking for the wages that they 
secure, and in J8H7 four or five of them 
at Itaiiisgato hiul such poor luck that they 
did not receive sutlioienii 'j'ltpjf ke^p 
body and soul togother; i.'oveu; by 
the sale of some of their effects.. 
They could not pay certain taxes and 
ill default thereof wore sent to gaol for a 
terui. Some Christian gentlemen look 
the matter up and made enquiries, and 
after having ascertained the' facts, de- 
termined to alleviate tho sufferings of de- 
serving peo)ile. After various iiieetingB 
it was decided that a re|)r6aentative should 

rKOt:i:i;ii to Tins I'ROVI.noe 
to aecuro land, which would be colonized 
on the following plan: — Men with fami- 
lies, known for their respectability and 
thrift, would be selected, their passage 
paid to the colony, houses built for their 
reception, and the expense of every de- 
tail of life borne by tneipromoteis, in re- 
turn for eight hours work per day at 
agricullurct, liahiiig, or whatever eniploy- 
ineiil the directors should dictate. Iti 
brief, the man and his family would bo 
[ilaced in a comfortable house, and would 
liave no care placed upon him to furnish 
food, clothing, education, medical attend- 
ance, etc., than that of giving eight hours 
per day of his work. His daily toil 
ended, be would bo free to follow what- 
ever [ileasiirua he chose. The comuioii- 
weultb will not bo sectarian. 

Till-; SKK.MON (l.\ TIIH .MOU.NT 

will be required to be acknowledged by 
thu colonists chosen as the basis of their 
religion, and instead of a theological dis 
course on the sabbath the sermon on the 
miuiiit will be read in tho chapel or church 
huill. Liberty in it.s fullest sense will be 
accorded all, and sect^iriaii strife by the 
above method excluded. Jlen of science 
would compose part of the ecmiomy of the 
Commonwealth, and the study, of science 
engaged in by all who desired. The week- 
day evenings passed in the discussion'of 
scioiitilio or other anhjects. 

The ( 'ommonwealtb would first secure 
a charter fnau the provincial autlioritie.4, 
and afler llie inaiigmalion of the colony, 
its direetioii would bo placed in the hands 
of a nniiiieipal board, who would direct 
the uiU'k and see. that no man, woman or 
child wanted for '.anything. 'I'hey would 
bear the expense of opening up their 
roads,' tho coat of ' education, and in all 
matters jvould be' a community within 
tlieinsclves f(jr all purposes except the 
iidininistratioii of justice. Children of 
colonists growing up to uianhood and wo- 
manhuod-would J^e encouraged to marry 
early, 'or if they, desired to take their 
chances in the general struggle for exist- 
ence outside tho caria of the Oommon- 
we.dtli they would be dismissed with a 
blessing. 

Mr. William King, architect and sur- 
veyor for the coniinonwealth, is already 
in the country, and so soon as he is di- 
rected, will proceed with tho erection of 
houses. As soon as a family is selected 
a house will be at once erected for their 
reception, and after they have arrived 
within the care of the commonwealth, hII 
their monetary can-a cease, and they 
thereafter live with no thought about tlie 
bread for the morrow. Tho husband 
would be giviMi a life interest in the biuise, 
and in tho case of bis death, his widow 
and children would be looked aftei. 

Mr. Robert Mackworth, brother of .Sir 
.Arthur Mackworth, will direct the agri- 
cultural pursuits, and will come to this 
province so soon as IMr. S|)cncer'3 report 
isBiibriitted and a])proved of. 

By the above .scheme, which is rather 
crudely outlined, it is thought thiit many 
worthy and deserving households may be 
sent out and

and the profits over and above all charizes 
will be devoted to similar ci>lnnies else- 
where. 

Mr. Spencer will leave for England .so 
soon as satisfactory ari-angements are 
completed. Flo is delighted with the 
climate of tho province, and in all re- 
spects is satisfied with the progress made 
in his work since arriving here.

THE BOUNDARY LINE. 

How it Is Marked Ui>twi'on the United .States 
ami British Amcrliui, 

There is littlo danger that any one 
wishing to settle in far northern Daleota 
will by mistake lind himself in tho Dom- 
inion. The boundary is marked jilainly 
and continuously by stone cairns seven 
aud one-liair by eight feet; mounds, seven 
by fourteen feet; iron pillars, seven foot 
high, eight inches square at the bottom 
and four at the top, the tiniber posts five 
feet high, eight inches si^uare, There are 
386 of these marks between the Lake of 
the AVoods and tho base of the Rocky 
Mountains. JCaatnnd west of the Red 
river, tho b(Uindary is marked by cast- 
iron pillars at mile iulorviils. ".Aniericati" 
and "British" pillars alternate. On one 
side of each post is "Convention of Loii- 
dim," on the other, "October 20, 1818." 
Where lakefi (irc crossed, stone heaps havo 
boon built projecting several feet abovo 
water. In foreats tho lino waa first marked 
by felling the timber a rod wide and 
clearing away the underbrush; where the 
line has been obliterated, posts have tak- 
en its placo.
